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Preface 

Most of this information contained in the first 5 generations was obtained from sources on Family 
Search. This information was submitted to the Temple archives for the purpose of sealing families 
together, therefore, it would appear the information was researched and valid. 

However, there is very little documentation accompanying this information. I suggest ordering 
microfilms from the Family History Centers of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints in 
order to find the Church Records in Wantage, Berkshire, England. 

The remaining body of work was mostly obtained from Ruby Simonson McNeill's Talbott Tree " 
publications consisting of over 30 volumes of Talbott family information. These publications were 
booklets ranging 20-40 pages each, first published 1982 to 1993. Covers many known Talbotts 
from England to America and their descendants. Ruby asked submitters to send her in Spokane, 
Washington, their Talbott family information, which she published in over 40 volumes. 

I recommend further Talbot, Talbott family research at the family forums of www.genealogy.com 
and www.ancestry.com and https://familysearch.org/ to further your Talbott family history 
research. 

As you follow this author's direct line, you will observe Floyd Thomas Pratt's famous Cradle to 
Grave (C2G) Profiles on select subjects. 

The C2G profile is unigue in several ways. Beginning with the name of the subject and parents of 
the individual and continuing with documented details of spouses, children and each major event 
of their life concluding with their burial and/or obituary. Each main event is separated by headings 
and within each heading are documented sources validating the event in their lives. Any and all 
additional references to those individuals or their ancestors are listed after each paragraph. 

These references can be legal documents, books, stories, articles or pictures indicating the title of 
these references in underlined bold . This convenience not only allows the reader to guickly 
identify the subjects of the paragraph, but also allows the reader to order free flyers from the 
author concerning the additional resource items. Some profiles are as small as 2 to 5 pages and 
some are over 80 pages. 

Having one of these profiles for your ancestor will save you hours of research and for a few dollars 
you can "catch up" on 40 years of research. As a bonus; when you order a C2G profile, I include 
the Family Group Sheet (FGS) for that individual's family at no additional charge. This FGS covers 
all spouses and known children including notes and profiles if created for them. 

The good news is. ..these Cradle to Grave profiles can be ordered for any of your ancestors. The

Wantage is a market town and civil parish in the Vale of the White Horse, Oxfordshire, England. 
The town is on Letcombe Brook, about 8 miles (13 km) south-west of Abingdon, a similar 
distance west of Didcot and 14 miles (23 km) south-west of Oxford. Historically part of Berkshire, 
it is notable as the birthplace of King Alfred the Great in 849. 

Wantage was a small Roman settlement but the origin of the toponym is somewhat uncertain. It 
is generally thought to be from an Old English phrase meaning "decreasing river". King Alfred the 
Great was born at the royal palace there in the 9th century. Wantage appears in the Domesday 
Book of 1086. Its value was £61 and it was in the king's ownership until Richard I passed it to the 
Earl of Albemarle in 1 1 90. Weekly trading rights were first granted to the town by Henry III in 
1246. Markets are now held twice weekly on Wednesdays and Saturdays. Royalist troops were 
stationed in Wantage during the English Civil War. 

In the 19th century, Lord Wantage became a notable local and national benefactor. He was very 
involved in founding the British Red Cross Society. In 1877 he paid for a marble statue of King 
Alfred by Count Gleichen to be erected in Wantage market place, where it still stands today. He 
also donated the Victoria Cross Gallery to the town. This contained paintings by Louis William 
Desanges depicting deeds which led to the award of a number of VCs, including his own gained 
during the Crimean War. It is now a shopping arcade. Since 1848, Wantage has been home to 
the Community of Saint Mary the Virgin, one of the largest communities of Anglican nuns in the 
world. Wantage once had two breweries which were taken over by Morlands of Abingdon. In 
1988 the town was thrust into the headlines after a Brass Tacks programme entitled "Shire 
Wars" exposed the drunken violence that plagued the town and surrounding villages at that time.

It is not known, at this time (1983), when our Talbott ancestor immigrated to the New World. A 
Samuel Talbott is mentioned in the Minutes of the Virginia Council and General Court, 1622- 
1 624 as "(D)ept fr Sam: Talbott of 59" tob of which he had lost Mr Benets noa(t)." Another 
reference in the Court of James Citty the 12th of January 1626 is "Benjamin Drury & Samuel 
Talbott I desire you to goe with Henry Woodward to Warosquoyacke, & to remaine w'th him 
there, till you here further fro' your master Mr. Stone out of England." 

A William Talbott, age fourteen, was transported from London to Virginia in August 1635 on the 
"Globe." And in " Cavaliers and Pioneers: Abstracts of Virginia Land Patents and Grants " 

there are listed William Talbotts as being transported to Virginia in four different instances: in a 
land grant to Capt. Henry Fleete dated 1 August 1652; in a land grant to Edward Coles dated 10 
October 1 652; in a land grant to Toby Smith dated 1 0 June 1 657; and in a land grant to Lt. Col. 
Thomas Goodrich in 1662. (Some times land grants were issued several years after persons 
arrived in America and it could be that four different persons (Fleete, Coles, Smith and 
Goodrich) all claimed the same William Talbott in order to obtain more land.) 

The Maryland Archives contains records of a long bitter lawsuit over the ownership of Kent 
Island in Chesapeake Bay. William Claiborne of Virginia cliamed ownership of the island as a 
gift from the crown, but Lord Baltimore claimed the island as part of his Maryland holdings. A 
William Talbott had apprenticed himself (for passage to America) to work in a factory making 
wine casks on the Island of Kent in a business belonging to Cloberry & Company of England 
whose manager of shipping was Captain Henry Fleete. The Maryland records show that about 
thirty men who had testified for Claiborne against Lord Baltimore fled the island and that 
William and John Talbot were taken off the island by Capt. Henry Fleet in the Cloberry ship to 
Lancaster County on the north side of the Rappahannock River in 1652. 

A William Talbott of Rappannock County, Virginia is said to have married Mary Sharp prior to 
1676 and to them three sons were born: William who married Katherine Lewis, John and 
Thomas. (See William Talbot and Katherine Lewis for the rest of the information)

It was just three years after Samuel and Benjamin died (in 1726) that Hannah, Benjamin's wife, 
died. The four boys: William, Benjamin, Daniel and Samuel, were taken to Fairfax County, 
Virginia to be raised by their uncles, the Neales. Hannah's estate was appraised and recorded 
in Richmond County 6 August 1729 as having a total value of between five and six hundred 
dollars.

Leanna Mason was deeded one hundred acres of land, a gift from her father, French Mason, on 
Pohick Creek in Fairfax Co., Virginia in 1741 . Later, she is mentioned (under the name of 
Leanna Talbott) in her father's will which was proved November 15, 1748, as receiving a shilling 
because he had already given her what he intended (the above one hundred acres) probably at 
the time of her marriage. 

Her husband was William Talbot, born sometime between 1713 and 1723 in Richmond County, 
Virginia, the son of Benjamin and Hannah (Neale) Talbott. 

An interesting record dated 19 February 1754 reads: 

This Indenture made this Eighteenth day of November in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
seven hundred and fifty-three Between Henry Fitzhugh of Stafford County, Gent, of one part and 
William Talbot planter of the other part. 

Witnesseth: That the said Henry Fitzhugh for and in consideration of the Rents and Covenants 
hereinafter mentioned on the Part of the said William Talbot to be paid & performed, hath 
demised, granted let & to farm letton, and by these presents doth demise, grant, let & to farm let 
unto the said William Talbot one messuage tenement & tract of land containing one hundre & 
fifty acres situate lying and being in the County of Fairfax & Parish of Truro & Being part of a 
Tract of land commonly called & known by the name of Ravensworth, and bounded as follows, 
viz: beginning at a Red Oak Bank Lick Run in the Dividing Line of Ravensworth and running 
thence up the said Line 224 Poles to a white Oak in the said Line of Daniel Talbot's fence. 
Thence North 15 degrees East 20 Poles to the Red Oak by the Road Side. Hence North 120 
poles. Thence North 81 degrees East to the Backlick Run. Then down the said Run according to 
the several courses thereof to the beginning. 

Together with all houses, edifices, orchards, gardens, pastures, woods, underwoods, profits, 
commodities, hereditaments & appurtenances whatsoever belonging, or in any wise 
appertaining to the same except all mines, minerals & quarries whatsoever. To have and hold 
the said messauges, tenement, & tract of land, with appurtenances except as before excepted, 
to him the said William Talbot, Leannah Talbot his wife & Ben Talbot his son, or the longest liver 
of them. 
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Yielding and paying therefore yearly and every year during the term aforesaid unto the said 
Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs & assigns on the Eighteenth day of November the full sum and 
quantity of 950 pounds of good lawful tobacco, crop to be made on said plantation, and from 
thence to be rolled or conveyed to a warehouse or rolling house at or near a convenient landing 
on Potamac River. To be paid as is by law directed and enjoined. The first of which tobacco 
payments to commence & become due on the Eighteenth day of November in the year of our 
Lord One Thousand seven hundred & fifty-nine, and it shall so happen that all, or any 

part of the said yearly rent be left behind or unpaid twenty days after the said Eighteenth of 
November as aforesaid on which the same ought to be paid, it shall and may be lawful to & for 
the said Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs & assigns unto and upon the said demised premises in any 
part thereof in the name of the whole to re-enter & the same to have again, repossess & enjoy 
as in his or their first or former estate. 

And the said William Talbot for himself his heirs and assigns from and out of the same from 
thenceforth to expel & remove. This indenture or anything herein contained to the contrary 
thereof notwithstanding. 

And the said William Talbot, for himself, his heirs and assigns doth covenant & grant to & with 
the said Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs & assigns that the said William Talbot his heirs and assigns 
will well and truly pay, keep & perform all and singular the rents, conditions & covenants on his 
or their part & behalf herein mentioned to be paid, kept & performed. 

And also within three years from the date hereof plant out an Orchard upon the land to contain at 
least one hundred good Apple trees. And also during the term of this lease take care to repair 
and keep up the same. And that the said William Talbot, his heirs and assigns shall not at any 
time during the said term without the leave or consent of the Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs and 
assigns first obtained, work, cause or suffer to be worked on the demised premises more than 
laboring hands or tithables. And that the said William Talbot, his heirs and assigns shall not 
permit or suffer any of the Wood or Timber thereon to be disposed of otherwise than for the 
buildings & fences & necessary uses of the Plantation or Plantations on the said demised 
premises. Neither shall he on any account whatsoever sell or dispose of any of the said timber 
without having leave as aforesaid. 

And the said William Talbot, for himself, his heirs & assigns doth further covenant with the said 
Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs & assigns that if at any time the said William Talbot, his heirs & 
assigns shall convey, assign or make over his lease or right to any person whatsoever he or 
they shall pay to the said Henry Fitzhugh, his heirs or assigns one whole year's rent over and 
above what before was obliged to pay for the same. 

And the said Henry Fitzhugh for himself, his heirs & assigns doth covenant & grant & to with the 
said William Talbot, his heirs and assigns that he or they paying the rents above mentioned, and 
performing the covenant on his or their behalf to be performed shall hold, occupy & enjoy the 
above-mentioned land & premises without the let, suit or disturbance of him the said Henry 
Fitzhugh, his heirs or assigns or any person whatsoever claiming from or under him. And also 
forever save the said William Talbot his heirs and assigns harmless & indemnified from the quit 
rents of the said land to the chief Lord of the fee, or from any other person whatsoever claiming 
the same. 

In witness whereof the said parties above-mentioned interchangeable set their hand & seals the 
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day & year above written. Signed, sealed and delivered in the presence of Henry Fitzhugh, 
Charles Stone, James A. Wayton, Daniel Talbot, Thomas Wilham T. Wells.

Pounds of tobacco was the primary medium of exchange in colonial Virginia, and the planters 
were required to mark their tobacco hogshead with the first letters of the given name and 
surname with an iron brand on the head and bulge of every hogshead.

Samuel was born circa 1726, the son of Benjamin and Hannah (Neale) Talbott. His parents died 
when he was young and he and his brothers were raised by their Neale uncles. 

Samuel Talbot was married in 1752 to Mary Magdaline Demoville, daughter of Samuel and Rose 
(Neale) Demoville. Samuel Talbot's mother, Hannah Neale Talbot, and Samuel Talbot's mother- 
in-law, Rose Neale, were cousins. 

In 1756, Samuel and Mary Magdaline Talbot bought two hundred and two acres of land from her 
brother, Sampson Demoville and his wife, Betty, in Fairfax County, Virginia, for seventy pounds 
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current money; and in 1759, they sold the land for eighty pounds to Richard Simpson. 

In 1767 Samuel Talbot purchased four hundred acres of land on Elk Licking Run in the County of 
Loudoun, Virginia; and in 1772, he sold the land. On 18 May 1774, Samuel Talbot of Fairfax 
County, VA bought three hundred acres of land in Fairfax County, for two hundred and twenty- 
five pounds current money. 

Family lore is the Samuel Talbot died at Valley Forge while fighting for George Washington 
during the Revolutionary War. He is said to have died 31 December 1777. 

In " Talbott Family History " by Presely Talbott, it is stated: 

Many of the men of the same area were known to be in the Revolution, friends of the Talbotts. 
December 6, 1777, the British advanced on Washington's army at Whitmarsh in the suburbs of 
Morgantown, having left Philadelphia. In the 8th, the British advanced and were attacked by 
Colonel Daniel Morgan and his rifle corps and Colonel Gist and his Maryland militia. Twenty- 
seven in Morgan's corps were killed or wounded. On the 9th the British retreated to Philadelphia, 
and Washington broke up his encampment at Whitmarsh and in the midst of deep snow 
marched to his winter quarters at Valley Forge arriving the 19th. Samuel Talbot died there twelve 
days later on Tuesday December 31 , 1 777. 

No official record has been found of his participation in the war; however on 15 June 1778, Mary 
Magdaline Talbot, William Payne and Thomas Langston posted a bond of two thousand pounds 
"the condition of this obligation is such that if the above bound Mary, administrator of all goods, 
chattels and credits of Samuel Talbutt, deceased ". 

In the administration of his estate in 28 April 1779, Fairfax County, Virginia, Mary Magdaline 
Talbot received her dower's portion of her husband's estate which included several Negro 
slaves, a black horse, one bay colt, furniture, silver teaspoons, stone soup plates, Queens china 
and other household items and livestock.

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SAMUEL TALBERT - PENN- B.LSt.#21 99-300-Capt. (No papers) B.L.Wt. 2199-300-Capt. - 
Issued Dec. 4, 1792 to Hannah Talbert, Adm'x -No paper. 

Letter dated Apr. 4, 1935 from Presley Talbott, 1939 W. 78th St., Los Angeles, Ca. reads: "I 
would like very much to find out some information concerning Samuel Talbott. He is listed as a 
captain in the 2nd Pennsylvania Regiment, in a list of those who received Depreciation Pay for 
Revolutionary service. My great great grandfather was Samuel Talbott of Fairfax County, 
Virginia. His wife was Mary Magdaline Talbott who died in 1791 . Samuel Talbott died at Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania Dec 31 , 1777. He was wounded fighting in Washington's army possibly at 
Germantown Oct. 4, 1777. More probably in the attack at White Marsh, Penn. Dec 5, 1777. 
Tradition hands down the information that he was wounded and between the wound and the 
terribly cold weather at Valley Forge, he died Dec. 31 , 1777. He was said to be 68 years old 
although I think 48 more likely as his father Benjamin made a will in 1726. I am wondering if the 
Captain Samuel Talbott of the 2nd Pennsylvania Regiment could have been the same party, 
possibly being transferred or may be he went to Penn and enlisted. Although I think it more 
probable he enlisted at Alexandria at the commencing of the war. Any information you can give 
me will be greatly appreciated. He lived near Pohick. Also can you give me any information 
concerning a Samson Talbott who served during the whiskey resurrection. He came from either 
Fairfax or Loudoun counties in Virginia. I would like to find out where he enlisted from. He was 
discharged Nov. 24, 1794." 

1888 Letter 

" Talbott Tree ' 1 Vol 8, Page 4-6: 
Ottawa, Kansas Thurs. July 26, 1888: 

Mrs. Kate T. Wallerman- Dear Madam, I have looked over all the letters and papers you have 
sent me, three of which I copied, if it is the fortune you are working for, it won't pay. If there is 
any, there is not enough of it to pay $1 .00 a head for all the heirs that now live, of that prolific 
race. When Jacob went down into Egypt he was 130 years old but his oldest son was only 60. 
When Moses took the 12 tribes out of Egypt 275 years after the birth of Jacob's oldest son, there 
were almost three millions of them. The first 3 brothers Talbots came from England about 1623, 
being 265 years ago, so that if we increased only third as fast as Israel we number at least 
1 ,000,000. I think you have enough to make a very respectable tree of our branch of the family 
beginning with the first SAMUEL TALBOT, then his sons were DEMOVIL, SAMUEL, RODHAM, 
and SAMSON; there were a daughter or two, I think. You will ultimately have to drop the New 
England and the Maryland branches from your tree and confine yourself to the families springing 
from the first SAMUEL. Better begin arranging them soon. I presume you have received the tree 
I returned to you with letters and an old picture of my brother taken in Boston 1853. It was then 
called a "Talbottype" from the name of the man who invented that style of a picture. Whether he 
was an English or an American Talbot I am not sure, but I think he was English. On Sept. 21 , 
1888 I shall be 69 years old. I suffer agonizingly part of almost every day. When the paraxism 
passes off, I am comfotable and I can work part of every day nearly but sometimes I can't do 
anything for a week or a month. The work I do is writing and studying, not manuel labor. As I 
cannot send you a photograph I send herewith a hymn which I composed for my funeral 
whenever that shall be. It is not a photograph of the body but is one of a soul that has long loved 
the Savior and trusted him.

Family tradition states that Samuel Talbott died 31 Dec 1777 from wounds received 4 Oct 1777 
at the Battle of Germantown. At the time he was a resident of Fairfax Co., VA and married to 
Mary Magdeline Demoville who was born between 1728 and 1739 and m. ca. 1752. Her will was 
probated after her death July 2nd 1791 , on Sept. 19 (Wills - p.22) 

The tradition that Samuel Talbott was wounded at the Battle of Germantown October 4, 1 777 
and that this wound together with the cold and hardships caused his death at Valley Forge Dec. 
31 , 1777 has been handed down in all branches of the family. 

Mrs. Joseph Martin Talbott of Sonoma County, California recalled this story as recounted by her 
fatherinlaw, Coleman Talbot, 1809-1896, a grandson of Samuel Talbott II, born 1756, who was 
twenty one at the time of his father's death. 

Smith Talbott of Ottawa, Kansas, a grandson of Samson Talbott, who was ten years old in 
1777, gave this information in writing on Nov. 1 , 1887, long before the DAR or SAR were 
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organized.

I give and bequeath to my loving daughter, Anna Talbott, one Negro boy called "Dennis" and one 
mare called "Fanny" and her riding saddle also two beds with their furniture and a bed quilt 
enclusive also one large trunk and two small ditto. 

I give to my son Demovil Talbott my large family Bible he having possessed the greatest part of 
his father's estate cannot expect more. 

I give to my son, Samuel Talbott, forty shillings Virginia currency to be paid by my Executors 
hereafter mentioned as a small proof that I have not forgotten him though he is far removed from 
me long since. 

The slaves that I hold as my dower, if I am insisted to dispose of them, I desire may be equally 
divided among all my children. 

It is my will and desire that all the rest and residue of my estate be equally divided between my 
sons Rodham and Sampson and my daughters Hannah, Catherine and Anna, and lastly I do 
appoint my sons Demovil Talbott and Rodham Talbott Executors to this my last will and 
testament revoking all other wills by me heretofore made given under my hand and seal this 
seventh day of Februaryl 791 .

Place, St. Louis, MO. 



May 19, 1894 
My Dear Nephew, 

I will give you a history of my grandfather DEMOVIL TALBOTT and family. As far as I know he 
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came to Kentucky from Virginia, Loudon Co. He married his first wife in Virginia. Her maiden 
name was LEANA MASON. She died and he married MARGARET WILLIAMS, his second wife. 
He was born July 25, 1754, died April 16, 1839, died at his old home in Bourbon Co., KY., six 
miles from Paris, buried at his home. I will give you the names of his children by his first wife: 
FRENCH, born Oct 1 7, 1 776, died Apr 1 2, 1 81 6 
PRESLY, born Mar 5, 1 779 died Apr 1 7 1 836

Leanna Talbott, daughter of William and Leanna (Mason) Talbott married her cousin, Demovil 
Talbott, son of Samuel and Mary Magdaline (Demovil) Talbott. 

Demovil was the oldest son of Samuel and Mary Magdaline and received the greatest portion of 
his father's estate. He was the Executor of his mother's will, dated 7 February 1791 , Fairfax Co., 
Virginia. Demovil was born 25 July 1754 in Fairfax Co., and he provided a wagon and team during 
the Revolutionary War. 

Demovil followed his borther, Samuel, to Kentucky. Samuel is listed in the Fayette County, 
Kentucky tax list for 1790 and Demovil is listed in the tax list for 1800 in Bourbon County, KY. 

Demovil owned land in Kentucky and Ohio as early as 1813. The historian for Shelby County, 
Ohio wrote: 

"The land Demovil owned in this county came to him from the United States had to be paid for in 
cash at the time of sale and not many folks in the 1 820-30's could get their hands on much cash 
at all." 
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How Demovil obtained money to purchase this land in Ohio and also Mason County, KY is not 
known, but perhaps the following deed might shed some light: 

April 18, 1803. Between John Edwards, Sr., of Bourbon County Kentucky, of the first part, aand 
William Lamb of Mason County Kentucky, Asa Bealle of Mason County and Haden Edwards of 
Franklin County, and John Fristoe of Mason County, and John Edwards Jr., of Bourbon County, of 
the second part, David Davis, Jacob Spears, Damovel Talbot, Daniel Vertner, Haden Edwards 

Sr., and John Edwards Jr., James Hutchison, James Carter, Brooks, Charles Spears, 

William Chessman, George and Edward Thompson, Thomas Hocheley, Samuel and Daniel 

Tebbs and Simon West, of the third part that John Edwards Sr., for divers good causes 

hereunto moving and more particularly in consideration of the sum of 5 shillings ...doth by these 
presents convey to William Lamb, Asa Bealle, Haden Edwards, Jr., John Fristoe and John 
Edwards ...all the land tenements and hereditaments whatsoever situated either in the State of 
Kentucky or Military land in the State of Ohio. ...they sell land for debts of John Edwards Sr., due 
the parties of the third part 



Deeds are on record in Shelby County, Ohio where land was transferred from Demovil Talbott to 
George Talbott, Charles Mason (three deeds), Samuel Talbott, Mason Talbott, and Annie Stone 
during the period from 1820 to 1830. 

It is not known when Leanna Talbott died, but Demovil's second wife was Margaret (Peggy) 
Williams, and her name appears on the land transactions in Ohio. 

Demovil died 16 April 1839 in Bourbon County, Kentucky. 

Peggy Talbott's will was proved in Bourbon County, KY, 1 March 1841 . She mentions her living 
children: Nancy, George, Levy, Sally, Joshua, and Sampson.

In the name of God, amen, I DEMOVIL TALBOTT of the County of Bourbon and state of 
Kentucky, do make and declare this instrument which is written with my own hand and every 
page thereof subscribed with my name, to be my last Will and Testament revoking all others - 

Section 1st. All my debts if there by any, are to be punctually paid the legacies hereafter named 
are to be discharged in the following lines. 

Section 2nd. I give and bequeath unto my wife PEGGY TALBOTT the use profit benefit of my hole 
estate real and personal for the term of her natural life, except such parts thereof as are specially 
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disposed of hereafter - as follows towit - 

Section 3rd. I give and bequeath unto my four children namely - PRESSLY, SAMUEL, MASON 
TALBOTT and MARY STONE the three tracks of land I claim in Campbell and Boon Counties 
Kentucky containing 1352 acres and also three tracks in Shelby County Ohio containing 761 
acres for which I have patents and deeds for in my desk. I bequeath to them and their heirs 
forever - in addition to what I have given them heretofore to be equally divided amongst them, in 
quantity and quality one acre and 5 poles excepted out of the 209 acre track in Shelby County, 
Ohio that one acre and 5 poles I bequeath to CHARLES MASON and his heirs forever on 
condition that he resinds that one acre and 5 poles I gave him a deed for in a quarter section 
through a mistake - My Will is and shall be the above Lands bequeathed shall be divided and 
disposed of by the legatees at their own expense. I also bequeath unto each of them ten dollars in 
cash exclusive of the above lands. DEMOVIL TOLBOTT 

Section 4. I give and bequeath ina ddition to the above, unto my son MASON TALBOTT the land I 
bought of PORTER and DUNCAN for which I gave him a title thereunto and he has omitted 
getting the deeds recorded as he tels me in due time according to law - therefore I give and 
bequeath the number of acres expressed in said deed to him and his heirs forever exclusive of 
what I have heretofore given and done for him. I also give and bequeath unto him five hundred 
dollars in United States currency to be paid in one year after my decease. I bequeath it to him and 
his heirs forever. 

Section 5. I give and bequeath unto my daughter ANNY STONE in addition to the above the four 
notes of one hundred each I have against her husband who is now dead and the interest thereon 
and I also give and bequeath unto her and her heirs six hundred dollars in United States currency 
to be paid unto her or her heirs in two years after my decease exclusive of what I have heretofor 
given and done for her. 

Section 6. I give and bequeath unto my daughter NANCY JONES twelve hundred dollars in United 
States currency to be paid by Executors in two years after my decease to her and her heirs 
forever - it being exclusive of what I have heretofore given her at different times since she was 
married. 

Section 7. I give and bequeath unto my daughter SALLY HOLLADAY four hundred dollars in 
United States currency to be paid in two years after my decease. It being exclusive of what I have 
given her from time to time since she was married. D.MOVIL TALBOTT 

Section 8th. I give and bequeath unto my son GEORGE TALBOTT a note I have against him for 
seven hundred and nine dollars, it being money borrowed to be returned, but it came to pass that 
it never was returned; therefore I bequeath it to him and his heirs forever exclusive of what I have 
given to him and done for him heretofore. 

Section 9th. I give and bequeath unto my son JOSHUA TALBOTT the two tracts of Land I bought 
in Bath County Kentucky, one of Colwell, the other of Williams, both tracts together containing 
upwards of one hundred and thirty acres, which said land JOSHUA is now living upon. I also give 
unto him my negro girls names Paulina and my negro boy named Henderson both negroes to be 
given up to him in sixty days after my decease. I also give and bequeath unto him ten hundred 
dollars in United States currency to be paid by Executors or Executans in twelve months after my 
death. I bequeath during his natural life, and no longer, with the following exception, that is to say 
if he should have a lawful child or children, in that event I bequeath the whole property mentioned 
in said section to him and his heirs forever; but if it should be otherwise my will is and shall be, 
that it may be considered as a remnant of my estate. In that case my will is and shall be that said 
legacy may be equally (-) amongst my own children then living with the exception of two hundred 
dollars which sum I give and bequeath to his widow to dispose of in any way that suits her best 
forever. DeMovil TALBOTT 

Section 10th. Provided my son JOSHUA survives me I give and bequeath unto him in addition to 
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the above bequest the one third part of the services of my negro man Peter for five years and 
JOSHUA to have his choice of the four months in each of the five years, and my will is and shall 
be that he may devote three months out of each (year) of each of the five years in assisting the 
family that I may leave behind where I now live, the balance of time in each of said five years I 
give and bequeath to the said negro Peter as a donation for his faithful servis, in aiding of me in 
raising my family and keeping them together for upwards of thirty years where I now live, and at 
the end of said five years my will is and shall be that he may be free if he choses to be so. 
Section 1 1th - I give and bequeath unto my son LEVI TALBOTT a horse or a mare worth Fifty 
dollars and the saddle he uses in the habit of riding when he lived with in the year eithteen 
hundred and twenty nine. I also bequeath unto him in addition to the above - six hundred dollars in 
the United States Currency to be paid unto him by my Executors as follows towit: Ten dollars at 
the end of every six months so long as it may hold out. But if he should survive the legacy my 
wish and will is that his brothers and sisters will be carefull that he dont suffer for foot and raiment 
so long as he may live. D.Movil Talbott 

Section 12th. I give and bequeath unto my Grand children namely MARIAL BALL, SIDDENHAM 
and DEMETRIUS TALBOTT the children of my son FRENCH TALBOTT who is now dead twenty 
five dollars to each of them in addition to what I have heretofore given and done for their Father in 
his lifetime to be paid whitin one year if called for after my decease. I also give and bequeath unto 
my Granddaughter MARGARET TALBOTT the daughter of my son DANIEL TALBOTT who is 
now dead, three hundred dollars in addition to what I have given heretofore to her father in his life 
time, to be paid in one year to her agent if called for after my decease. 

Section 13. I give and bequeath to all my negroes over eighteen and under seventeen years of 
age twenty dollars in cash to be paid in twelve months after my decease, a friendly donation. 
Section 14. If in case I should give to any of my children in my lifetime any of the estate 
mentioned in this my last will and testament which is here bequeathed to any of them after the 
date of this instrument, in that case my estate shall be credited and and not be accountable for 
the sum whether it be receipted for or not receipted for. 

Section 15. After ny death and the death of my PEGGY TALBOTT I give and bequeath the 
balance of my estate not disposed of in this instument with all moneys and notes for money and 
all debts that may be due as otherwise with all the addition that may be added thereunto while we 
both live. My will is and shall be that it may descend to my son SAMPSON DEMOVIL TALBOTT 
and his lawful heirs forever with the following exceptions, that is to say the whole bequeathed in 
this section land legacies excepted in this above section shall be responsible to the legaties 
named in the above for all bequeathed unto them untill fully discharged by SAMPSON D. 
TALBOTT and then said section shall by my will be released from all responsibilities whatsoever. 
D.Movil Talbott 

Section 16. And lastly I do nominate and appoint my wife and SAMPSON DEMOVIL TALBOTT 
the whole and sole Executors to this my last will and Testament praying the court to crave no 
security of them in consequence of what I have enjoined thereinupon my executors.

He was born July 25, 1 754, died April 1 6, 1 839, died at his old home in Bourbon Co., KY., six 
miles from Paris, buried at his home.

Leanna Talbott, daughter of William and Leanna (Mason) Talbott married her cousin, Demovil 
Talbott, son of Samuel and Mary Magdaline (Demovil) Talbott. 

Demovil was the oldest son of Samuel and Mary Magdaline and received the greatest portion of 
his father's estate. He was the Executor of his mother's will, dated 7 February 1791 , Fairfax Co., 
Virginia. Demovil was born 25 July 1754 in Fairfax Co., and he provided a wagon and team during 
the Revolutionary War. 

Demovil followed his borther, Samuel, to Kentucky. Samuel is listed in the Fayette County, 
Kentucky tax list for 1790 and Demovil is listed in the tax list for 1800 in Bourbon County, KY. 

Demovil owned land in Kentucky and Ohio as early as 1813. The historian for Shelby County, 
Ohio wrote: 

"The land Demovil owned in this county came to him from the United States had to be paid for in 
cash at the time of sale and not many folks in the 1 820-30's could get their hands on much cash 
at all." 

How Demovil obtained money to purchase this land in Ohio and also Mason County, KY is not 
known, but perhaps the following deed might shed some light: 

April 18, 1803. Between John Edwards, Sr., of Bourbon County Kentucky, of the first part, aand 
William Lamb of Mason County Kentucky, Asa Bealle of Mason County and Haden Edwards of 
Franklin County, and John Fristoe of Mason County, and John Edwards Jr., of Bourbon County, of 
the second part, David Davis, Jacob Spears, Damovel Talbot, Daniel Vertner, Haden Edwards 

Sr., and John Edwards Jr., James Hutchison, James Carter, Brooks, Charles Spears, 

William Chessman, George and Edward Thompson, Thomas Hocheley, Samuel and Daniel 

Tebbs and Simon West, of the third part that John Edwards Sr., for divers good causes 

hereunto moving and more particularly in consideration of the sum of 5 shillings ...doth by these 
presents convey to William Lamb, Asa Bealle, Haden Edwards, Jr., John Fristoe and John 
Edwards ...all the land tenements and hereditaments whatsoever situated either in the State of 
Kentucky or Military land in the State of Ohio. ...they sell land for debts of John Edwards Sr., due 
the parties of the third part 



Deeds are on record in Shelby County, Ohio where land was transferred from Demovil Talbott to 
George Talbott, Charles Mason (three deeds), Samuel Talbott, Mason Talbott, and Annie Stone 
during the period from 1820 to 1830. 

It is not known when Leanna Talbott died, but Demovil's second wife was Margaret (Peggy) 
Williams, and her name appears on the land transactions in Ohio. 

Demovil died 16 April 1839 in Bourbon County, Kentucky. 
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Peggy Talbott's will was proved in Bourbon County, KY, 1 March 1841 . She mentions her living 
children: Nancy, George, Levy, Sally, Joshua, and Sampson.

In the name of God, amen, I DEMOVIL TALBOTT of the County of Bourbon and state of 
Kentucky, do make and declare this instrument which is written with my own hand and every 
page thereof subscribed with my name, to be my last Will and Testament revoking all others - 

Section 1st. All my debts if there by any, are to be punctually paid the legacies hereafter named 
are to be discharged in the following lines. 

Section 2nd. I give and bequeath unto my wife PEGGY TALBOTT the use profit benefit of my hole 
estate real and personal for the term of her natural life, except such parts thereof as are specially 
disposed of hereafter - as follows towit - 

Section 3rd. I give and bequeath unto my four children namely - PRESSLY, SAMUEL, MASON 
TALBOTT and MARY STONE the three tracks of land I claim in Campbell and Boon Counties 
Kentucky containing 1352 acres and also three tracks in Shelby County Ohio containing 761 
acres for which I have patents and deeds for in my desk. I bequeath to them and their heirs 
forever - in addition to what I have given them heretofore to be equally divided amongst them, in 
quantity and quality one acre and 5 poles excepted out of the 209 acre track in Shelby County, 
Ohio that one acre and 5 poles I bequeath to CHARLES MASON and his heirs forever on 
condition that he resinds that one acre and 5 poles I gave him a deed for in a quarter section 
through a mistake - My Will is and shall be the above Lands bequeathed shall be divided and 
disposed of by the legatees at their own expense. I also bequeath unto each of them ten dollars in 
cash exclusive of the above lands. DEMOVIL TOLBOTT 

Section 4. I give and bequeath ina ddition to the above, unto my son MASON TALBOTT the land I 
bought of PORTER and DUNCAN for which I gave him a title thereunto and he has omitted 
getting the deeds recorded as he tels me in due time according to law - therefore I give and 
bequeath the number of acres expressed in said deed to him and his heirs forever exclusive of 
what I have heretofore given and done for him. I also give and bequeath unto him five hundred 
dollars in United States currency to be paid in one year after my decease. I bequeath it to him and 
his heirs forever. 

Section 5. I give and bequeath unto my daughter ANNY STONE in addition to the above the four 
notes of one hundred each I have against her husband who is now dead and the interest thereon 
and I also give and bequeath unto her and her heirs six hundred dollars in United States currency 
to be paid unto her or her heirs in two years after my decease exclusive of what I have heretofor 
given and done for her. 

Section 6. I give and bequeath unto my daughter NANCY JONES twelve hundred dollars in United 
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States currency to be paid by Executors in two years after my decease to her and her heirs 
forever - it being exclusive of what I have heretofore given her at different times since she was 
married. 

Section 7. I give and bequeath unto my daughter SALLY HOLLADAY four hundred dollars in 
United States currency to be paid in two years after my decease. It being exclusive of what I have 
given her from time to time since she was married.

Section 8th. I give and bequeath unto my son GEORGE TALBOTT a note I have against him for 
seven hundred and nine dollars, it being money borrowed to be returned, but it came to pass that 
it never was returned; therefore I bequeath it to him and his heirs forever exclusive of what I have 
given to him and done for him heretofore. 

Section 9th. I give and bequeath unto my son JOSHUA TALBOTT the two tracts of Land I bought 
in Bath County Kentucky, one of Colwell, the other of Williams, both tracts together containing 
upwards of one hundred and thirty acres, which said land JOSHUA is now living upon. I also give 
unto him my negro girls names Paulina and my negro boy named Henderson both negroes to be 
given up to him in sixty days after my decease. I also give and bequeath unto him ten hundred 
dollars in United States currency to be paid by Executors or Executans in twelve months after my 
death. I bequeath during his natural life, and no longer, with the following exception, that is to say 
if he should have a lawful child or children, in that event I bequeath the whole property mentioned 
in said section to him and his heirs forever; but if it should be otherwise my will is and shall be, 
that it may be considered as a remnant of my estate. In that case my will is and shall be that said 
legacy may be equally (-) amongst my own children then living with the exception of two hundred 
dollars which sum I give and bequeath to his widow to dispose of in any way that suits her best 
forever. DeMovil TALBOTT 

Section 10th. Provided my son JOSHUA survives me I give and bequeath unto him in addition to 
the above bequest the one third part of the services of my negro man Peter for five years and 
JOSHUA to have his choice of the four months in each of the five years, and my will is and shall 
be that he may devote three months out of each (year) of each of the five years in assisting the 
family that I may leave behind where I now live, the balance of time in each of said five years I 
give and bequeath to the said negro Peter as a donation for his faithful servis, in aiding of me in 
raising my family and keeping them together for upwards of thirty years where I now live, and at 
the end of said five years my will is and shall be that he may be free if he choses to be so. 
Section 1 1th - I give and bequeath unto my son LEVI TALBOTT a horse or a mare worth Fifty 
dollars and the saddle he uses in the habit of riding when he lived with in the year eithteen 
hundred and twenty nine. I also bequeath unto him in addition to the above - six hundred dollars in 
the United States Currency to be paid unto him by my Executors as follows towit: Ten dollars at 
the end of every six months so long as it may hold out. But if he should survive the legacy my 
wish and will is that his brothers and sisters will be carefull that he dont suffer for foot and raiment 
so long as he may live. D.Movil Talbott 

Section 12th. I give and bequeath unto my Grand children namely MARIAL BALL, SIDDENHAM 
and DEMETRIUS TALBOTT the children of my son FRENCH TALBOTT who is now dead twenty 
five dollars to each of them in addition to what I have heretofore given and done for their Father in 
his lifetime to be paid whitin one year if called for after my decease. I also give and bequeath unto 
my Granddaughter MARGARET TALBOTT the daughter of my son DANIEL TALBOTT who is 
now dead, three hundred dollars in addition to what I have given heretofore to her father in his life 
time, to be paid in one year to her agent if called for after my decease. 
Section 13. I give and bequeath to all my negroes over eighteen and under seventeen years of 
age twenty dollars in cash to be paid in twelve months after my decease, a friendly donation. 
Section 14. If in case I should give to any of my children in my lifetime any of the estate 
mentioned in this my last will and testament which is here bequeathed to any of them after the 
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date of this instrument, in that case my estate shall be credited and and not be accountable for 
the sum whether it be receipted for or not receipted for. 

Section 15. After ny death and the death of my PEGGY TALBOTT I give and bequeath the 
balance of my estate not disposed of in this instument with all moneys and notes for money and 
all debts that may be due as otherwise with all the addition that may be added thereunto while we 
both live. My will is and shall be that it may descend to my son SAMPSON DEMOVIL TALBOTT 
and his lawful heirs forever with the following exceptions, that is to say the whole bequeathed in 
this section land legacies excepted in this above section shall be responsible to the legaties 
named in the above for all bequeathed unto them untill fully discharged by SAMPSON D.

I think you are right in believing that your grandfather's brother WM. is 
the one I am trying to place. It could not be his son WM. because he did not die until 1840 and the 
son died 1 834 (the importance of dates). The 1 840 census gave as head of family ANN 
TALBOTT b.1 794, NANCY TALBOTT b. 1 833, and ANN M. TALBOTT b. 1 835. I imagine she was 
the second wife and widow of this WM. for he mentions wife and children of the same name in 
his will and in addition the following: deceased son PRESELEY TALBOTT, Grandson THOMAS 
BAKER, son JOHN, son ARIS, son WM. H., SAMUEL D., BENJ. F., dau MARTHA E., NANCY J., 
ANN M. and LORINDA S. Now SAMUEL D. witnessed the m. license of LORINDA S. TALBOTT 
to SIMEON ALLEN of Fayette Co. likewise that of ARIS TALBOTT to FANNIE LAYING and in the 
latter case swore ARIS was of age and his father dead. (1853). FANNIE LAYING and ANNA 
LAYING appear to be sisters as Mrs. E.N. LAYING of Athens, Fayette Co. consented to the two 
marriages to ARIS J. and PRESLEY (first cousins as we figure them.) 

Another thing bears out my placing this family thus - a letter from GEORGE HALBERT, grandson 
of ISAAC HALBERT and his wife ELIZABETH or CATHERINE DANIEL, a sister of POLLY 
DANIEL the second wife of SAMUEL TALBOT (b. 1756). He did not know what the relationship 
was but that Mrs. Talbot who lived 1 mi. from Millersburg in a stone house was a relative.

Hon. Albert Gallatin Talbott was born April 4, 1808, near Paris, Bourbon Co., Ky., but in 1813 
removed with his parents to Clark County, and in 1818 to Jessamine County. He received a 
classical education at Forest Hill Academy under the tuition of Prof. Samuel Wilson, author of the 
Latin ode to Gen. LaFayette, and studied law with Hon. Samuel H. Woodson. In 1831 he 
commenced farming and general trading, directing his especial attention to dealing in real estate, 
and as the result of careful investments and judicious sales, within a few years he amassed quite 
a large fortune for that day. In 1838 he removed to Mercer County, where he successfully 
prosecuted his business as a real estate dealer until 1846, when he located in Boyle County, on 
the Harrodsburg pike, three miles from Danville, in which vicinity he has since resided. 
In 1849 he was chosen from Boyle County a member of the Constitutional Convention of 
Kentucky, and the following year was elected to the Legislature without opposition. In 1855 he 
was elected a representative to Congress in opposition to Know-nothingism which had then 
assumed huge proportions, and in 1857 was returned to that honorable body. 
In 1 859 he was elected State senator for a term of four years, and in 1 883 was chosen a 
representative from Boyle County by about 800 majority. While a member of the Legislature in 
1851, forseeing and fully recognizing the inevitable consequences of the irrepressible conflict on 
slavery, Mr. Talbott introduced a resolution which was favored by about twenty-five members of 
General Assembly, urging the surrender of the slaves of the South to the United States upon the 
basis of fair compensation by the General Government. This resolution, which attracted wide- 
spread attention at the time, was presented in order to avert war and preserve the Union intact. 
Col. Talbott lost about sixty slaves (in addition to other property) as a result of the late war. 
He is the son of Presly Talbott, who was born near Winchester, Va.; removed to Kentucky at an 
early day, locating in Bourbon County, was an extensive farmer and slave holder, and died in 
Jessamine County from the effects of cholera in 1 835 at the age of fifty-seven years. 
His grandfather, Demoval Talbott, a native of Virginia, a wealthy farmer in Bourbon County, died 
at the age of ninety-seven years.

Hon. Albert Gallatin Talbott was born April 4, 1808, near Paris, Bourbon Co., Ky., but in 1813 
removed with his parents to Clark County, and in 1818 to Jessamine County. He received a 
classical education at Forest Hill Academy under the tuition of Prof. Samuel Wilson, author of the 
Latin ode to Gen. LaFayette, and studied law with Hon. Samuel H. Woodson. In 1831 he 
commenced farming and general trading, directing his especial attention to dealing in real estate, 
and as the result of careful investments and judicious sales, within a few years he amassed quite 
a large fortune for that day. In 1838 he removed to Mercer County, where he successfully 
prosecuted his business as a real estate dealer until 1846, when he located in Boyle County, on 
the Harrodsburg pike, three miles from Danville, in which vicinity he has since resided. 
In 1849 he was chosen from Boyle County a member of the Constitutional Convention of 
Kentucky, and the following year was elected to the Legislature without opposition. In 1855 he 
was elected a representative to Congress in opposition to Know-nothingism which had then 
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assumed huge proportions, and in 1857 was returned to that honorable body. 
In 1 859 he was elected State senator for a term of four years, and in 1 883 was chosen a 
representative from Boyle County by about 800 majority. While a member of the Legislature in 
1851, forseeing and fully recognizing the inevitable consequences of the irrepressible conflict on 
slavery, Mr. Talbott introduced a resolution which was favored by about twenty-five members of 
General Assembly, urging the surrender of the slaves of the South to the United States upon the 
basis of fair compensation by the General Government. This resolution, which attracted wide- 
spread attention at the time, was presented in order to avert war and preserve the Union intact. 
Col. Talbott lost about sixty slaves (in addition to other property) as a result of the late war. 
He is the son of Presly Talbott, who was born near Winchester, Va.; removed to Kentucky at an 
early day, locating in Bourbon County, was an extensive farmer and slave holder, and died in 
Jessamine County from the effects of cholera in 1 835 at the age of fifty-seven years. 
His grandfather, Demoval Talbott, a native of Virginia, a wealthy farmer in Bourbon County, died 
at the age of ninety-seven years. 

Col A. G. Talbott has been thrice married, first to Miss Elizabeth, daughter of Capt. William 
Caldwell of Jessamine County; to this union were born Mary A. (Tomlinson), William P. and 
Albert Gallatin, Jr. His second wife was Mrs. Maria E. Talbott, daughter of Gov.

The war was 
named for Black Hawk, a war chief of the Sauk, Fox, and Kickapoo Native Americans in the 
United States, whose British Band fought against the United States Army and militia from 
Illinois and the Michigan Territory (present-day Wisconsin) for possession of lands in the area. 
Governor of Indiana Territory William Henry Harrison negotiated a treaty in 1804 with a group 
of Sauk and Fox leaders that ceded lands east of Mississippi River "forever". However these 
leaders had not consulted their full tribal councils and other leaders objected. The oppressive 
white population of the region grew rapidly after the War of 1 81 2 and this led to increasing 
tensions with the Native American population. Black Hawk led a group of Native Americans to 
the ceded region during the winters of both 1830 and 1831, which the Illinois governor 
declared an invasion. 

Federal troops were brought in, and Black Hawk's band was ordered to withdraw but refused. 
Hostilities began on May 14, 1832 when Black Hawk's band defeated militia at the Battle of 
Stillman's Run. The war primarily comprised a series of minor battles and skirmishes. A 
cholera epidemic severely reduced the manpower of the white American forces. The war 
ended with a decisive victory for the militia at the Battle of Bad Axe on August 1-2, 1832. While 
many Native Americans stayed in the area, most of their leaders fled; Black Hawk and eight 
other Native American leaders were imprisoned. Several white Americans, such as Abraham 
Lincoln and Jefferson Davis, were able to boost their political careers as a result of

The origin of this war dates back to 1 804, when a band of Sac Indians wintered at St. Louis. 
That particular band of Missouri River Sacs agreed to sign over all claims to territory in Illinois, 
Wisconsin, and Missouri. The rest of the tribe did not support the agreement, and the tribe 
split. 

Unrest and other land disputes led to the Black Hawk War, when the Sac nation refused to 
comply with the 1804 agreement. The war was fought under the leadership of Black Hawk, a 
Sac warrior. He and his followers refused to move from lands around Rock River, Illinois, that 
had been transferred to the United States by treaty; around 1831 , they began raids on nearby 
white settlements. The governor of Illinois finally called out his troops and Missouri joined in, 
fearing the warring tribes might cross the river into Missouri. In the spring of 1832, Governor 
Miller ordered 2000 mounted volunteers to be raised and held in readiness. Two companies 
patrolled the area between the Des Moines River and the Chariton River in Missouri, and a 
similar force guarded the western border. The Indians were defeated, however, and their 
leader Black Hawk captured, before Missouri troops saw service. Black Hawk was 
imprisoned in Jefferson Barracks in St. Louis for a period.

Texas declared its independence from Mexico in 1836. The United States quickly 
recognized the Republic of Texas, but did not admit Texas as a state, due to controversy over 
slavery expansion. By 1844, though, annexation negotiations began, despite fear of war with 
Mexico over the issue. Texas was formally admitted to the Union in December 1845. 
Skirmishes began in the spring of 1846 between General Zachary Taylor's troops, stationed 
on a disputed strip of land between the Rio Grande and the Nueces rivers, and Mexican 
troops gathering at the border, intending to invade Texas. In April 1846, the Mexican 
government declared war; the United States Congress passed a war resolution on May 1 1 , 
1 846, authorizing the president to call up 50,000 troops and appropriating $1 0 million for the 
war effort. 

General E.P. Gaines, the officer in charge at New Orleans, feared an imminent Mexican 
invasion and requested troops from western states. Missouri sent 650 volunteers, but since 
Gaines was not authorized to raise the troops, his order was overruled and the men sent 
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home. This regiment was known as the "St. Louis Legion." Governor John C. Edwards 
officially called for volunteers in May 1846; over 1,350 Missourians answered. Eight mounted 
companies were formed, each consisting of 856 men. Jackson, Lafayette, Clay, Saline, 
Franklin, Cole, Howard, and Callaway counties each fostered one company, known 
respectively as Companies A through H. 

Men from Cole and Platte counties made up a battalion of infantry numbering 145 men; St. 
Louis provided a battalion of light artillery of two companies (250 men). These troops, and the 
First Dragoons of the U.S. Army, made up the Army of the West, serving under General 
Stephen W. Kearny. Colonel Alexander Doniphan was selected as second in command. After 
Kearny turned west toward California, Doniphan led the troops to play a major role in several 
victories in northern Mexico. 

Missouri also furnished other troops, including the Second Missouri Mounted Volunteers and a 
separate battalion of mounted troops. They arrived in Mexico in September 1 846 and were 
followed in July 1847 by the Third Regiment of Missouri Mounted Volunteers.

In the 12 August 1861 "Daily Missouri Democrat" of St. Louis which mentions that he operated 

with Captain [John D.?] White, ( White would later command a regiment known as White's 

and subsequently designated as the 3 rd Inf., 9 th Inf., and 12 th Inf.) and a Doctor 

Wyatt (I believe this Doctor Wyatt to be John H Wyatt (Wiatt) born 1834 who is listed as a 

farmer in the 1860 St. Louis County census. He shows up as an assistant surgeon for the 

3 rd Battalion, MO Cav. CSA. At some point is promoted to Major. One very cryptic 

reference to a John H Wyatt is found in a portion of a federal examination form in the misc. 

(unfiled papers) in the National Archives. I believe this to be the same man captured during 

the early part of Price's 1864 raid.) with 70 to 80 men who on 1 0 August 1 861 [ the 

same day as the Wilson's Creek or Oak Hills battle near Springfield ] attacked the town of 
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Potosi. Fourteen local northern home guardsmen fought back and repelled the attack. The 
article says one guardsman was killed and four wounded while the Rebels lost two dead, 
three wounded, and two captured. The newspaper said that this band came from the Black 
River country of Reynolds County and that while near Potosi murdered some men of northern 
sympathy. 

The same newspaper but the issue of 21 September 1861 tells how Union Major John B. 

Gavitt led a battalion of "independent mounted volunteers" and four companies of his 1st 

Indiana Cavalry rode from Ironton to the Big Black River and routed Talbot's camp, killing at 

least two, wounding several, and capturing five. A copy of this article is below.

Official Report 

Camp Fremont, Ironton, MO 

Sept 19, 1861. 

Col. J. Thayer, Commanding Post, In obedience to an order from Col. Bland, received on the 
18th day of September, and subsequently one from yourself of the same tenor, received on 
the 16th, I proceeded from Ironton at 10 o'clock on the 19th with my command of four 
companies of Indiana cavalry, (Capts. Brown, Highman, Clendening and Barter) for the 
purpose of meeting and defeating our enemies in general, but especially a notorious rebel 
captain by the name of Benjamin Talbot, who by his acts of violence and disregard of all 
moral and civil laws, has created a reign of terror throughout all South eastern Missouri. Our 
first days march was characterized by nothing worthy of your notice. We traveled until 12 
o'clock at night, and encamped at a point 25 miles south of this place. Early on the morning of 
the 17th, we moved still southward to Big Black River some 15 miles, Here we learned that 
we were in the vicinity of Talbot's camp; and after ascertaining the locality from a prisoner 
whom we had taken, we hastened on our way. It was my first intention to divide my 
command, so as to attack his camp both in front and rear, but a nearer approach rendered 
this impossible, as the camp was situated in a valley, much above the ground on which we 
had been marching, and which was accessible only by a bridle path, which wound around the 
foot of the hill. 

This compelled our whole command to enter the valley at one inlet, leaving the other 
unguarded, and compelled me to make the attack on one side only. As soon as my troops 
had all reached the valley, I gave the command to charge which my men did with great 
alacrity, driving back the pickets of Talbot's camp, who gave way with firing. I pushed my 
command forward into the very center of the camp, much to the consternation and surprise of 
the rebels, who after a short space of time, attempted to rally, when I gave the command to 
fire, after which, there was one continuous firing five to ten minutes, when the rebels gave 
way and retreated precipitately into the recesses of the mountain which stood in their rear, 
and where lost them, owing to the superior knowledge of the country. The killed and wounded 
on their side must have been very considerable. Two dead bodies were found upon their 
camp ground, while upon our side we escaped with one horse shot. 
The rout of the rebels was complete. We took five prisoners, among them the son of the 
captain of the company, and a first lieutenant. We captured 31 horses and 61 stand of arms. 
After pursuing the scattered force of rebels as far as I deemed it prudent, I returned to their 
camp, gathered their plunder together, (among it the captain's clothing and papers — a 
commission in the Southern Army, and various other things (too numerous to mention). I 
started for Camp Fremont, where I arrived without any opposition, save that of a number of 
rebels, who had stationed themselves some fifteen miles from this place. As we marched 
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through the valley below, they fired upon us. As they were in a position where I could not 
charge them, I was compelled to march my men under their fire. All are now here in camp, 
and while the country is infested with rebels, we are subject to your orders. 
My officers and men all behaved with great gallantry, and are entitled to much credit, this 
being their first engagement. 

Trusting that my action in this matter will meet your approbation?, 
I have the honor to remain yours, respectfully, 
John S. Gavett, ??

Several records and journals of military men have surfaced and some researcher's have 
claimed that our Benjamin Talbot is one and the same man... I would like to submit the 
following rebuttal with caution. 

On 1 1 September 1858, while attending a circus at Old Mines, Washington County, Missouri, 
Benjamin Talbot had a disagreement with Columbus Rosebury and allegedly murdered Mr. 
Rosebury. This has been reported by family members as a true story and court records 
validate this information. 

After his indictment for murder on 12 November 1858, as reported in court records, Benjamin 
Talbot left the area and allegedly joined the Confederate Army. His descendants reported he 
became a Captain in this army, however, after researching the confederate records, I found 
an abundance of possible Benjamin Talbots with spellings; B.A. Talbot, Talbert, Talbott and 
we, meaning other researcher's, can not find conclusive evidence of his military participation. 
In fact, none of the Benjamin Talbot's on record were a Captain in the Confederate 
Army. 

If our Benjamin Talbot was a Captian in the confederate Army, surely there would have been a 
record of his enlistment and mustered dates. However, researchers looking for years. ..long 
before I began my research into Benjamin Talbot in 1975, have found nothing about a Captain 
Talbot in the confederate files. 

Let's take a look at his family life. Feeling the pressure and persecution of the indictment and 
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the subsequent reward for his capture in 1859, Laura left the Concord Twp, Washington, 
Missouri area and moved with her 13 children near Dents Station Post Office, Liberty Twp, 
Saint Francois, Missouri, United States area by the 1860 census. It is unclear as to why she 
moved into that area. It does appear she may have had a relative living there. Howeve, next 
door to her in the 1860 census is a John [24] & Martha [21]() Farris family. What relationship 
she had to him is unknown. 

Also, maybe Benjamin wanted a safe haven to visit his family and there was too much heat in 
the Washington County area, expecially after the reward was posted in Washington County. 
Their daughter Mary, had just married David Valentine Gibson and the area in that 1860 
census was loaded with Gibson families, considering another of Benjamin's daughters; Laura 
also married a Gibson in March of that year. So, it appears the Gibsons afforded some sort of 
protection for Benjamin's family. 

Benjamin had previously bought 40 acres in Jefferson County in 1851 so we know he was 
familiar with the area. In order for the family to have moved from their homestead property 
which they owned to a strange place in St. Francois county they would have had to have a 
plan. 

The families' account after the move becomes void of disclosure and the next time we hear 
anything about Benjamin Talbot is reported in his son; James Carter Talbott's papers and his 
grandson; Rev. Albert Paris Missey's journal that Benjamin Talbot was home on furlough and 
was bushwacked and killed on 22 March 1865. Location is assumed to be near Dents Station 
Post Office, Liberty Twp, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States where his family was still 
living. 

After Benjamin's death, strangely his family moved back by the 1870 census date to Liberty 
Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States where they resided until his widow; Laura 
(FERRIS) Talbot died on 1 6 April 1 879. 

This seems strange behavior to me because, the persecution against the family could still 
have lingered even after the death of Benjamin Talbot and I imagine that Rosebury's relatives 
may still have wanted retribution against the family unless all those involved had died or left 
the area. 

Without his service record, I can not give Benjamin Talbot the title of Captain. In fact, it is in 
my opinion, he may not have even joined the Confederate Army at all, I think the story was put 
out by his relatives that he joined the Confederate Army to get the law off his back. 

In any case, because he left his family and is not recorded in the 1860 census with them, 
indicates he was on the lam and if he was hiding with them near Dents Station Post Office, 
Liberty Twp, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States area, then he would not have joined the 
Confederate Army until after the Civil War had commenced. 

Nevertheless, he disappears after his court appearence in 1858 and the Governor of Missouri; 
Robert M. Stewart puts out a two hundred dollar reward on our Benjamin Talbot on 8 January 
1859. Also, in the reward decree, they list Benjamin Talbot's occupation as a gambler. This 
may be an indication as to how the circumstances of the conflict began with Columbus 
Rosebury. Benjamin may have had a disagreement with him in a card game. ..just speculation 
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on my part. 

However, Benjamin left the area between his court appearence on 12 November 1858 and 
does not surface until his reported allegeded death on 22 March 1865. Maybe, the key to this 
mystery, lies in the local newspapers of Potosi, and possibly Farmington. 

There are numerous articles containing reports of a Second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot who 
fought in the Mexican-American War.. .the article " MARCHING WITH THE ARMY OF THE 
WEST 1846-1848 " by By Abraham Robinson Johnson, Marcellus Ball Edwards, Philip 
Gooch Ferguson pub. 1936 by The Arthur H. Clark Company, Glendale, CA Diary of Philip 
Gooch Ferguson, 1847-1848 p. 183 has numerous references of a second lieutenant 
Benjamin Talbot at Jefferson Barracks on 3 June 1847 and would indicate this man was in the 
United States Federal Army since the confederate army had not been formed yet. Several 
pieces of documentation has surfaced indicating this second lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of 
the Mexican-American War is one and the same our Benjamin Talbott of Washington County, 
Missouri.

Jefferson Barrcks, June 3, 1847 .... About the first of May last a requisition was made 
upon Missouri for additional troops to take the place of those now in Santa Fe... We held an 
election, and General A. Jones was electd captain; Dr. S. D. Mullowny, first lieutenant; George 
O. Hepburn second lieutenant; and Benjamin Talbot, second second lieutenant... (Note: The 
company was called the 'Rough and Ready Riifle Company'. 

June 5 . ... Wrote to [the] paper today by Colonel Brickey. Talbot, our second lieutenant, 
was placed under guard today for some words about the officers; says he'll resign. ... 
June 21 . ... An election was accordingly held, without giving he men time to canvass 
the matter, and the result was the Colonel P. O. Brickey, a priate, was eleted captain in place 
of Jones; Lieutenants Mulowny and Hepburn reelected without opposiiton; and Mclntire in 
place of Lieutenant Talbot. ... Talbot got but one vote. ...At Columbia I found the company in 
great confusion from the fact that the election held at Fulton was said to be null, Captain 
Jones still retaining command. ... 

July 18 . The only incident worthy of record that occurred on the march today was a 

flare-up between the captain and Lieutenant Talbot... Today Lietenant Talbot had command of 

the front division, and some of the teams becoming worn out, had dropped behind; and the 

front division had got some distance ahead of the rear toward night.... 

August 2 . ... Immediately after crossing, the captain had another quarrel with Talbot 

about his not keeping the company tgether, etc. 

October 12 . .. Strike tents and cross the river about 9 a.m. Camp one mile north of the 
little town of Joyita. About ten o'clodk Lieutenants Mullowny and Talbot, Seargeant Castleman, 
the three Johnsons, Lester, and myself rode to town to see a Mexican ... 
November 21 . Having heard that Lieutenant Talbot had a Mexican girl of great beauty at 
his quarters and was keeping her as a mistress, I went to his room, where I found her at 
breakfast with Lieutenants Mullowny and Talbot. This girl is but thirteen years old, has regular 
features, skin nearly white, light hazel eyes, and a slender form. Her appearance and 
manners are those of a child, and she does not possess that volumptuous beauty that many 
of the Spanish women do. While looking at her, I felt sorry for her situation, sorry that one so 
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young should be so deeply engulfed in sin and vice.... 

November 25 . First Seargeant Castleman appointed seargeant major, Colonel Brickey 
first sergeant, and U. P. Johnson second corporal in place of McCabe, who was reduced by 
order of Talbot for some blunder the latter made the other morning in guard mounting.... 
November 26 . ... Talbot, who went with them asked me to loan my horse. Upon my 
refusing to so so, he said he would force me and my horse both to go. I replied that no such a 
looking officer could force me without a regular detail, etc. For these words, which he 
considered disrespectful, he ad me arrested, and for the first time I was put in the 
guardhouse. I as kept in only about half an hour, however, for Lieutenant Mullowny had me 
released as soon as he heard of it. I consider that this was unjust and tyrannical, and it will 
cause me to remember Talbot for some time to come. Mullowny and Hepburn assured me 
that they would prefer charges against Talbot as soon as he got back. 
November 28 . Having been requested at various times by several of the mento draw 
up a remonstrance against the conduct of Lieutenant Talbot in living publicly with his Mexican 
whore, I wrote a short petition to Colonel Rals, staing that the company felt themselves 
disgraced by the conduct of their officer and caling upon him to use his influence and authority 
in having Talbot broke of his commission. This petition was signed by seventy-two men, 

several objecting on the ground that Talbot owed them money 

December 1 . ... While I was making preparations to go with the latter party, Corporal 
Mahan came up and arrested me, having been ordered by Talbot to put me in the 
guardhouse. ... He replied that Talbot had been looking for me and told me to go and see him. 
I did so, and Talbot said he had not wanted to see me; so one of them told a fib. I asked 
Talbot if it would suit his purpose to postpone my imprisonment till I get back. He said he had 
no objectiosn if the colonel would allow it. Mullowny and Hepburn then came in, and after the 
three had talked together for some time, Talbot told me I could go. 
December 6 . ... The reply of the colonel was that the charge was insufficient to break 
Talbot, tht he disapproved of his conduct, and appreciated the motives of the company; and 
he sent for Talbot and administered to him a severe rebuke. Talbot, on hearing of the petition, 
made severe threats against the signers, threatening to put the whole company in the 
guardhouse. But not a man was frightened by such boasts or wished to recede from the step 
taken. 

December 15 Talbot dicarded his woman a few days ago, and Hepburn is 

nowkeeping her at his quarters. 

However, I do not believe he is the Captain Benajmin Talbot stationed at Camp Benton, 
Missouri as recorded in " War of the Rebellion Official Records " Series I, Volume II, 
page 682: Camp Benton, MO., August 25, 1 861 , " Capt. Ben. Talbot: Sir: I am instructed by 
Brig. Gen. M. Jeff Thompson to call your earnest attention to the inclosed orders. He has 
heard with much indignation that you are carrying on an indiscriminate course of 
impressment, and that friends suffer as often as foes by your actions. He desires me to 
assure you on his word of honor, that he will hold you strictly accountable for your actions in 
these matters; or, to use his own words, "Tell Captain Talbot, by God, I'll hang the first man, 
be he private or officer, be he sworn in the service or not, who transgresses the enclosed 
general orders." John M. Langan, Asst. Adjt. Gen., First Mil. Dist, Missouri State Guard" 
[end] 

The above Captain Talbot's dispositon is in harmony with the dispicable behavior of the United 
States Army Second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of 1847. Also, this Captain Benjamin Talbot 
is a Federal Union officer stationed at Camp Benton in Saint Louis (county), Missouri.

Since Goodspeed says he joined the rebel army after his indictment, my hypothisis, why 
would our second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of the regular Federal army of 1847 join the 
confederate army in 1860? Our Benjamin Talbot was a property owner and living with his 
family in the 1850 census at Concord Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States. Why would 
he go away and leave his family alone to fight in an unnessary war? 

Remember, Goodspeed's article was written in 1888 long after the conflict was over. All the 
main player's were gone by then so it makes you wonder who gave Goodspeed the 
information? One of the major problems with Goodspeed's biographies lies in their lack of 
documentation, especially, who their source was for the material. Until you verify 
Goodspeed's biographies, you have to take their reporting with a grain of salt. 

Another article... Autobiography of Elihu H. Shepard . Pub. by G. Knapp & Co. - St. 
Louis, MO 1869, p.192, dated 1861 states the following; " On the Saturday after I had 
declined the acceptance of a colonel's commission, Captain Benjamin Talbot came to me 
with about twenty of his men, and offered me the command of his company to go and join 
General Price at Springfield, saying he would reign in my favor and serve under me in the 
ranks. He had been under my comman in Mexico, where he was a lieutenant and knew me 
well. He seemed greatly disappointed at not being able to induce me to accept the command, 
as his company consisted of over one hundred young men enlisted in my neighborhood. The 
next morning (Sunday) he took post in front of a small Baptist Church, on the sound end of 
my farm, and as the congregation generally rode their best animals there, he seized them as 
fast as they arrived and in that manner got possession of all the best horses and mules in the 
vicinitty of my farm and factory. Some objected to the proceeding, but he made the usual plea 
of tyrants, "military necessity", which was the only satisfaction he offered. This was the 
beginning of a series of robberies which were continued by both parties for the four following 
years in that vicinity. The following day he took the horse he had seized to my blacksmith 
shop in my absence, and compelled my blacksmith to shoe them all with my shoes and nails, 
and at evening threatened to hang the smith for saing this was "an act of bold robbery". He 
also took from my store all my ammunition, together with my shot-gun and apparatus ." [end] 

There are several problems with this account. First of all, Shepard does not identify where 
this event took place. Also, indicating that he had previously known Captain Talbot when 
Talbot was a lieutenant under his command in Mexico, he fails to give any personal 
information about this man. This could indicate that this Captain Talbot was our Benjamin 
Talbot, because we have definative proof that the 2nd Leut. Benjamin Talbott of the Mexican- 
American War is our Benjamin Talbott of Washington County, Missouri. 

We know from previous reports that the man; 2nd Lieutenant Talbot who fought in Mexico 
was in the United States army in 1847 and it appears this Captain Talbot he refers to above is 
in the confederate army in 1861. Once again, I am having trouble connecting with these 
Talbot men because military loyalty was not given lightly and men did not just change their 
commission from one service to another at the drop of the hat. Unless... the federal union 
army threatened to turn Benjamin Talbott over to the authorities because he was a wanted 
man and had a price on his head and/or the Confederates offered him a Captain's promotion 
if he joined their confederacy. 

Consider this, by 1859 our Benjamin Talbot had a price on his head and by what means of 
logic could he have blatantly subjected himself to capture or bodlily harm by parading around 
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in a Captain's uniform for friend or foe to see. I think the smart thing would have been for our 
Benjamin Talbot to go underground and keep a low profile. Where is the wisdom of serving in 
the same area of Missouri that he was wanted for murder? Someone from the Washington 
County area could have recognized him or one of Columbus Rosebury's relatives might find 
out where he was located not to mention every law enforcement in the State of Missouri was 
looking for him and he had a $200 reward on his head which, was a fortune back in those 
days! 

Another problem I have with all these Benjamin Talbot's and I can't imagine why other 
researcher's haven't found this strange, all these reports of Benjamin Talbot in these men's 
journals talk about a bold man who drew attention to himself with acts of cruelty and 
debachery which to me indicates strange behavior for a man who had an indictment for 
murder hanging over his head and was still using his indicted legal name... Benjamin Talbot!!! 

Most men, who would have had a reward and indictment hanging over their head would have 
kept a low profile and changed their name. The Benjamin Talbot who is portrayed in these 
journals, was a showman committing despicable acts and I am surprised he wasn't shot by 
his own men! 

Everything the reported journals says about their Benjamin Talbot indicates a man who feared 
no one, not even his own military leaders and committed acts of barbarism. ..if you believe the 
journals. 

At first I felt the family of our Benjamin Talbot had fabricated some of the military events to 
protect themselves from harrassing neighbors and authorities, but now I wonder.

[6] On 13 November 1852, our Benjamin Talbot buys 400 acres in Liberty Twp, Washington, 
Missouri, United States. 

[7] Benjamin Talbot was a family man, with 13 children by 1858 and a newly born infant. 

[8] He was a multiple property owner in Washington County, Missouri. 

[9] On 1 1 September 1858, BenjaminTalbot alledgedly killed a man at Old Mines named 

Columbus Rosebury and was arrested and appeared at court on 12 November 1858. 

[10] On, 12 November 1858, Benjamin Talbot pleads not guilty and was indicted for murder 

and held over for trial. 

[I I] He escaped from jail. [With help, see Farris letter.] 
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[1 2] On, 8 January 1 859 a reward of $200 for his capture was posted. Which was a fortune in 
those days! 

[13] BenjaminTalbot evades the 1860 censustakers. 

[14] His family moves from their homestead, owned property in Washington County to near 

Dents Station Post Office, Saint Francois County, Missouri by the 1860 census. 

[15] BenjaminTalbot alledgedly joins the confederate army. 

[16] His family reports his alleged death from ambush on 22 March 1865. 

[17] His family moves back to their homestead in Washington County, Missouri by the 1870 

census. 

[18] There are no Confederate of Union enlistment papers for a Captain Benjamin Talbot. 
[19] There are no pension applications for military service by surviving family members. 
[20] Two of his sons, serve the confederate army. 

Here's what others want us to believe, all the above plus... 

[21] Using his real name, Benjamin Talbot after having been commissioned as a Second 
Leiuteant in the United States Army joins the Confederate Army and is commissioned as a 
Captain. 

[22] The now Captain Talbot serves in the Confederate Army in the very state and area he is 
wanted for murder using his real legal name. 

[23] Instead of fleeing to Bourbon County, Kentucky where he could hide among family and 
friends, he stays in Missouri and serves in plain site. 

[24] After serving in the Confederate Army for 3 to 4 years, no record of him exist except in 
journals of some individuals. ..if he is our man. 

[25] No military records of his enlistment or mustered dates can be found. 

[26] Family claims he was killed on 22 March 1865 from ambush. 

[27] No pension application can be found filed by his widow or survivors. 

[28] After his reported death, his family moves back to their homestead in Washington 

County, Missouri as if all is forgiven and resume normal activities. 

Somewhere, in some archive is the records of Captain Benjamin Talbot of the confederate 
army. I am sure one day they will be found and confirm the family's account of his 
participation in the civil war. Otherwise, it would appear, the family could have fabricated his 
participation in the civil war in order to get the law off his back.

Ruby, Thanks for your reply. Yes, I do not have fond feelings for Ben Talbott but not for the 
same reasons you may think. I am not his judge and can not judge him besides, he may have 
repented and therefore my feelings about him are mute. 

My concern was for his family. Throughout the period of the Mexican-American war his 
volunteerism was very unnecessary. He was already a land owner and had property and did 
not need to volunteer leaving his family alone, remember in 1847 Laura had 7 children with 
one on the way; my Cynthia was born in April of 1 848. 

Other than a man's desire to get "away" from his duties and responsibilities of farm life and 
raising a family, I can see no other reason for his abandonment of his family for those years 
1 847-1 848. After all, it wasn't a national emergency and he wasn't drafted at the age of 37! 
Going to war in the southwest country gave him an excuse to relinquish his responsibilities to 
his family and engage in uncontrolled behavior. Even his superior officers resented his 
activities on and off the battlefield. 

Let me tell you why I take this personal. I was an accomplished musician and played in many 
bands and night clubs in St. Louis and even after I moved to Springfield, Missouri. I had written 
over 200 songs since the age of 1 3 and had written a musical. I was at the top of my field 
when we lived in Springfield and was good enough to be offered a road tour throughout the US 
at Holiday Inns and other resort locations. 

My full time vocation was owner and operator of an insurance agency but my first love was 
music. I had to make a decision when an offer came my way to join a touring band and play 
with some of the most talented musicians in the area. We were heading to LA for our next gig. 
But, I had a wife and three of her children from her previous marriage (1 3) (1 2) (1 1 ) and 2 of 
our children (3) (1) and I had to decide what was more important.. .my pursuit of my dream or 
taking care of the family and giving my wife the support she needed raising 5 children, I 
decided my family needed me more than I needed to go on the road for long periods of time. 
I figured when my children had grown I would then go back to my music career and pick-up 
where I had left off. That happened in 1 994 when my youngest, Crystal who was 1 6 at the 
time and a great singer and I played several gigs down here in the Sarasota-Bradenton area 
on several island resorts, but something I had not counted on happened...! was too old to 
enjoy the work and I was wore out after a few hours and after 2 or 3 performances, I 
physically couldn't take it. I had waited too long to chase my dream. 

Do I regret my decision. ..absolutely not, it was the right thing to do, however, Benjamin Talbott 
did not have the training I had received in my church on how to magnify my calling as father, 
husband, brother and son to those who love you and need your love. It was that training in my 
church that kept me focused and in harmony with my priorities as husband and father to my 
family, putting their needs and my responsibility to them above my own selfish desires. I am 
sure Benjamin has already learned that lesson and I do not need to judge him and he does 
not need to be judged by me. 

Therefore, I can not hold hard feelings against him, he did not know what he was doing to his 
family and my concern over these issues was strictly for the hardships his family suffered 
and had to endure due to his absence. With love, Floyd Thomas Pratt 9 December 2009 
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Benjamin married Laura (FARRIS), daughter of Farris and Unknown, on 26 February 1832. 
Laura was born on 1 2 February 1 81 8 in Illinois, United States and died on 1 6 April 1 879 near Osage

family. She said she had a great deal of research on the Benjamin Talbot family and 
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would be glad to share what she had. 

She also informed me that she was publishing a quarterly booklet on Talbot family 
information. She had several volumes for sale would I be interested? I bought what 
she had at that time and when I received Volume 1 of the now famous " Talbot 
Tree " published in 1982, I was amazed! 

What I discovered. ..not only was she interested in her Talbot family ancestors, but 
she was willing to print all types of documents relating to ANY Talbot ancestors, all 
you needed to do was to submit the information and she would publish it in one of 
her future volumes. ..free. She published, letters, census records, deeds, 
newspaper articles, pictures any and all kinds of Talbott related information. At the 
end of the book she placed a section called "Branches". This section covered 
different Talbot families of her readers. Through this section you could find related 
"cousins" and fill in the blanks in your family tree. It was an amazing publication! 
First of its kind! 

I watched as the " Talbot Tree " grew from 1 , 2, 3, 1 5, 20, 25, 30 Volumes 
before I quit buying them. Volume 30 was published in June 1993 and I continued to 
receive flyers from her proclaiming over 40 volumes of " Talbot Tree " were 
available and she even began new publications on related family lines! What a 
remarkable achievement! 

The information she gave me took me back several generations on Benjamin 
Talbott. Without her help I probably would still be struggling with that family. After 
finding out about Ruby, I alerted JoAnn about Ruby and she was grateful when she 
made a connection to Ruby on JoAnn's Talbotts. 

Ruby is still helping people today and has several web pages devoted to her and her 
husband's family history. 

I just wanted to publicly proclaim my gratitude for her achievements in the 
genealogical field and thank her for helping thousands of people over the last 35-40 
years.

So, I will say goodby, write loving and often, we are all well and I want you to pray for me and 
especially for you papa, write to him and tell him to give himself to the Lord. I remain as ever, your 
loving Mama till death. ..Mrs. Talbott

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY - One man seriously cut, and another killed! 

A horrible tragedy transpired at Coleman's Store, Liberty township, in this county, on 

Saturday last, resulting in the infliction of seven serious knife wounds upon one party, 

and the instantaneous killing, by a pistol shot, of another. 

During Saturday afternoon a considerable crowd had assembled in the vicinity of Mr. 
Firmin Coleman's store, to participate in a shooting match. At about three o'clock, 
according to our information, many of the party having become Intoxicated and 
boisterous, Jasper Vandever - a young man who had not heretofore borne a good 
character, - made an assault (which we are assured was entirely unprovoked) upon 
the person of James Talbott, who had been engaged in the match. 
That part of the affair not having been up to the present time made the subject of 
legal Investigation, we are unable to give the details. In the course of the difficulty, 
however, Vandever inflicted upon Talbott seven severe stabs with a large, ugly 
looking pocket knife. 

The Injured man was placed on the porch of Mr. Coleman's store In a bleeding, 
fainting condition, and medical aid summoned. A little later In the afternoon Hiram 
Talbott, a younger brother of the victim of the first affray, returned to the 
neighborhood from a visit to the residence of his sister, on Black river. At the store of 
Mr. A. L. Edwards, about two miles from the scene of bloodshed he was first 
Informed of the affair, by a bystander. A young acquaintance, Marion Walser, 
according to the evidence adduced, then proposed to Hiram Talbott to go to the 
place where his brother was supposed to be lying in a dying condition, and kill 
Vandever. 

The two rode off together to Coleman's store, one of them borrowing a pistol on the 
way and Walser carrying It, arrived upon the spot and in the immediate presence of 
the wounded man, another scene of blood was quickly enacted. Just after 
dismounting, Walser drew forth the pistol and handed it to young Talbott. Vandever 
was advancing upon the porch at the moment -It is stated by some with a show to 
attack another man who had In some way offended him. As young Talbott saw him 
advancing, he accosted him with a peremptory challenge, to which, however, 
Vandever did not seem to heed, at all. With his first attempt Talbott did not discharge 
his pistol - It snapping; Instantly re-cocking It he fired, and with but too deadly aim. 
With the report Vandever fell forward upon his face, and with a gasp or two expired. 
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Talbott, seeing the fearful result of his passion, threw down his pistol, mounted his 
horse, and hurriedly rode away. Walser followed soon after, and before the 
authorities could be apprised of the fact the two made good their escape under cover 
of night. A subsequent examination of the body of Vandever discovered that the pistol 
ball had entered the right side, and passing through is heart, come out upon the left. 
The weapon used was a clumsy, single-barreled pistol, made from the breech of a 
common rifle barrel, very plainly mounted and about 44 calibre. In Vandevere's 
pocket was found the knife with which he cut Talbott, and projecting from his boot leg 
an Iron poker, both of which, together with the pistol, are now in the possession of 
Sheriff Breckenridge. Beside the stabs received by James Talbott, in his encounter 
with Vandever, the latter bruised him severely In the breast by repeated blows with a 
rock. He has, however, so far recovered from his injuries as to have been removed 
to his home, and is now reported In a fair way for recovery. 
Of the slain and his slayer, it is but just for us to repeat in this connection what we 
have heard Iterated and reiterated by their neighbors; that while Vandever was a 
vicious, dangerous man, especially under the Influence of Intoxicating liquors, as 
was very frequently the case, Talbott has been known as a peaceable and strictly 
temperate young man, easily Influenced, and of a very impulsive temperament. 

2009 Email to Ruby (SIMONSON) McNeill 

Thanks Ruby, I knew Hiram's involvement had something to do with another family 
member. I figured maybe it had something to do with his father. This article helps to 
clarify the speculation. It appears he was a victim of Marion Walser's prompting for 
revenge. Since Hiram was arrested for the murder, Walser should have been 
arrested as an accessory before the fact. 

If Hiram had shot Vandevere at the time of the assault on his brother James, then a 
good lawyer could have gotten Hiram off on self defense or the "taking the life of one 
person to save another" defense. Since he waited much later, long after the incident 
and went out of his way to procure a weapon. ..before his brother's death, then this 
indicates premeditated murder which, there is no defense. 
Had James had died, it would have been Vandevere who would have stood trial. ..in 
fact James could have filed an assault complaint against Vandevere. However, the 
mentality of country folk has always been an "eye for an eye" and Hiram's actions is 
understandable. 

I feel he was lucky to only get 3 years, I'm sure the Judge took into account the 
extenuating circumstances around this incident. The pardon was a real blessing. 
Hiram should have taken a lesson from his father's murderers. ..shot Vandevere with 
no witnesses, like an ambush.

I'll concede maybe Hiram and Prudence's info was correct but Clarence was way 
off, so far as to indicate he had a different mother. This led me to believe there was a 
previous marriage for Hiram. Not true. ..or maybe! 

Concerning Pierce, whom is Robert Pierce Talbott, I concede. Born in Texas, not too 
sure where. 

Tracking Clarence, in the World War I Draft Registration we pick up Clarence's 
middle name of Kennett and he has moved to 652 East 16th Street, Portland, 
Multnomah, Oregon with a birth date of 25 January 1884 and he is married to a Mrs. 
Mayme (HAMBY) Talbott (wife) same address. 

In the 1920 census he is at Portland, Multnomah, Oregon, United States born 1884 
with wife; Mayme and her mother; Alice Hamby. By the 1930 census, he is at 
Eugene, Lane, Oregon, United States born 1884 and not only is Mayme's mom; Alice 
Hamby with them but Clarence says that Prudence Talbott age 75 is his mother; she 
is living with them where she dies in 1935 same location. 
This tracking indicates the 1900 census birthdate was off by at least 9 years. 
Rechecking the census there is no mistake as to the clarity of the writing. This leads 
one to conclude either there WAS a son named Clarence Talbott born in June 1875 
and he died and when Hiram and Prudence married (1882-1883) they named 
another son, Clarence Kennett Talbott born 25 January 1884 or... they are one and 
the same boys. 

I have seen many families name daughters and sons with the same name of a 
previously dead child's name.

If Clarence Kennett Talbott who was born 25 January 
1884 as he states in his WWI draft registration, then how can we have both boys 
born in the same month and year and not be twins? A nine year mistake in the 
census, is unheard of, I have seen a few years errors but not a definitive 9 year error. 
Checking the census records for this Clarence Talbott who was born June 1875 has 
yielded no results. Therefore, my two boys named the same name, 9 years apart 
theory holds some water because it looks like the first boy died before the 1910 
census. Getting Clarence Kennett Talbott's death certificate should put the issue to 
rest as to whom his mother is, whom I believe is Prudence. 
I was hoping to adopt this conclusion, that they were one and the same and fall in

line with everyone else, namely, that Hiram had married only once to Prudence 
Caroline (LEEPER) Farris sometime around 1882-1883 and that the Clarence 
shown in the 1 900 census was one and the same as the Clarence in the 1 910-1 920- 
1930 and WWI draft registration records but without further evidence I have to leave 
the issue open. 

Concerning the Charles Farris in the 1900 census record, this is Cynthia Chilton 
(Mrs. Charles H. Farris) father; Charles Herman Farris, from Prudence's previous 
marriage to Lucien Rush Farris Sr. No mystery there.

After marriage, Hiram took up residence in and near Mill Spring Twp, Wayne, 
Missouri, United States. As you recall, when Hiram went to Potosi to the doctor in 
1 897 the newspaper article says he was from Wayne County. 
Something happened after the 1900 census to this relationship. Hiram disappears 
and can't be located for the 1 91 0 census. By the 1 91 0 census, his wife Prudence 
has moved back with her father and sister at Mill Spring Town, Mill Spring Twp, 
Wayne, Missouri, United States. She has taken back her maiden name. ..Leeper, 
claims she is a widow. ..indicating independence.

The problem with the theory that Hiram was away on business in the 1910 census 
is. ..where was he and why did Prudence list herself as a Leeper and a widow? I can 
understand her staying with her father, especially if he was ill but it appears there 
was trouble in the marriage with Hiram. 

Hiram, according to his death certificate, dies alone in St. Louis in 1912. This is 
indicated by the informant being from hospital records. Also, he is buried at one of 
the cemeteries near Des Arc Village, Iron, Missouri, United States, where other 
Talbotts have been buried. 
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According to " Descendants of Benjamin Carter of Missouri " by Cynthia Chilton 
(Mrs. Charles H. Farris) p. 70-71, Prudence left Missouri after 1918. 
I find her in the 1920 census of Seattle, King, Washington, United States with her 
son Lucien Rush Farris Jr. and by the 1930 census moving to Eugene, Lane, 
Oregon, United States and living with her another son; Clarence and family. 
So, it appears Clarence died near Eugene, Lane, Oregon, United States unless he 
moved and according to Larry Taylor, Robert Pierce Talbott died before 1910. 
Thanks for all your information you gave me, I had nothing on Hiram but a few tidbits. 
We are told, in our church that all these errors and discrepancies will be 
straightened out during the 1000 year millennium reign of the Savior. I believe this to 
be true and that's why I work so hard to get the details correct and the right people 
sealed to the right families. What we do here, on the earth, in the temples has 
eternal consequences. That's why I am such a stickler for detail. 
The last great frontier for genealogical research is the digitized organization of the 
newspapers. There is a world of information contained in these tidbits of news 
articles covering the local areas where the newspaper was printed. I'm afraid you 
and I will never see those articles go online since only a few governmental 
organizations have seized control of the old newspapers of Missouri.

I have traveled in my youth to Columbia, Missouri and sat for hours and hours looking 
through the newspapers for family information.

So, if you 
want to see these newspaper you have to go to their facility. When they finally get 
enough interest in digitizing these newspapers, then a whole new world of 
documentation will open and family information will take a giant leap forward.

my parents, Cynthia and Charles Farris, both grew up in the area of Mill Spring, Wayne County, 

Missouri. Their families were all early settlers and knew each other. I don't know specifically how 
they met and became interested in each other. I realize now that they were very private people and 
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these were things they did not share with us, especially since we did not ask. 
My father, Charles H. Farris, was born in Wayne County, Missouri on June 16th, 1875, in the vicinity 
of Mill Spring and Leeper, Missouri. Dad always said he had no middle name - just an initial. But 
Grandma Prude told us she named him Herman for a cute little boy in a neighboring German family. 
His grandfather was William T. Leeper, who was known as Captain Leeper after his service in the 
Confederate Army. He opened and operated the bank at Leeper. It was later managed by his son 
Sid and by Sid's sons Clyde and Woodrow. 

My father's mother was Prudence Caroline Leeper, who was born in 1855 and died March 23rd, 
1935 in Eugene, Lane County, Oregon. She married Lucien Rush Farris and they had three sons - 
my father, Charles H. Farris, W. T. "Buzz" Farris, Jr. and Lucian Rush Farris. 
Grandpa Farris died June 24, 1880. 

Uncle Rush was born some months after his father died, but Grandma never talked about hardships 
or complained about her lot. The closest she came to it was to tell us that when she lived in Texas (I 
have no idea when that was) they would really want to eat some greens after a long winter and they 
would make sorrel pie. 

She later married Hiram P. Talbott and they had two sons, Clarence and Robert Lee Talbott. 
Grandma Prude had lost two of her sons before her second husband, Hiram Talbott, died in 1912. 
The three survivors, Dad, Uncle Rush Farris and Uncle Clarence Talbott were all out here in 
Eugene. Then after 1918, she rented the farm in Missouri and came to Oregon. She never went 
back except to visit her family. 

So Grandma Prude made the rounds, spending two months with each family it was wonderful for 
her grandchildren. She told great stories about relatives and neighbors in Missouri. 
She told us that during the Civil War, when she and her brothers and sisters were teenagers and 
younger, and their father was in the Confederate Army, Union troops that were foraging for horses 
and food, descended on the Leeper farm. The boys hid in the woods and their stepmother, who was 
ill in bed, had the girls bring the meat from the smokehouse and hide it in her bed. The soldiers took 
the horses and cows and what food they could find. Grandma's sister, Sally, was not ready to give 
up her horse. She pleaded with the Major in charge to let her keep him. She was so insistent that he 
reluctantly agreed. 

Grandma Prude was a liberated woman, or should I say a pioneer woman. She was very tolerant, 
not judgmental, independent and fun to be with. Dad was much like her. They each had a good 
sense of humor, one of his sons-in-law aptly described Dad as having "that quiet air of authority". 
Dad finished the 7th grade and then went to work. His father (Lucien Rush Farris Sr.) was killed - 
kicked in the head by a horse - when Dad was 5 years old and I guess he grew up fast. 
It was sawmills and logging that brought Dad to Oregon. When he was 16, he had his own team 
and was logging in Missouri. He came to Rainier, Columbia County, Oregon which is on the 
Columbia River between Portland and Astoria, probably in 1902. Mother was attending the College 
in Cape Girardeau, taught school for a year, and then came to Rainier in 1904. Dad was 
superintendent of the Wilson-Case sawmill in Rainier. They were married at the residence of Judge 
Doan in St. Helens, County seat of Columbia County, on March 6, 1904. (This information from 
newspaper clipping in the Bible of Prudence Farris-Talbott) Ruth and Bob were born in Rainier. 
Lucien Rush Farris, Jr., who was called Rush, came to Oregon while my parents were living in 
Rainier. He and Dad opened a store, Farris Brothers. Uncle Rush managed the store and Dad 
stayed on at the mill. 

Dad and Mother moved to Kalama, Cowlitz County, Washington which was almost directly across 
the Columbia River from Rainier. This was after December 1908 when Bob was born in Rainier and 
before April 1910 when I was born in Kalama. Dad was superintendent of the Case mill there

During the Civil War, Benton Barracks was an encampment for Union troops and was located in 
north St. Louis County, 4-5 miles from the City of St. Louis. . "The facility, located on the outskirts 
of St. Louis, could accommodate 30,000 soldiers and contained a mile of barracks, warehouses, 
cavalry stables, parade grounds, and a large military hospital. The hospital itself could. ..serve 
2,000 to 3,000 patients." Benton Barracks was situated on land once owned by John OFallon 
who rented the acreage to U.S. Army, and on the grounds of the old State fairgrounds. This area 
is now part of the City of St. Louis, in the location of Fairgrounds Park (at Grand Ave. and Natural 
Bridge Rd.) . Camp Benton, which began operations in 1861 had numerous functions: a troop 
cantonment (replacing Jefferson Barracks after it was converted to a hospital); a parole 
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encampment; a military hospital; and a camp for contraband or refugee slaves. Refugee Unionist 
(whites) also found sanctuary here. There is also some evidence that a few Confederate guerilla 
POWs were housed here for a short duration, perhaps awaiting the sentence of execution, in the 
camp guardhouse. Charles Van Ravenswaay in his book, Saint Louis: An Informal History of the 
City and its People, 1764-1865, states that work on the barracks began in August, 1861 when 
"workmen began building five barracks, each 750 feet long and 40 feet wide. Kitchen sheds, 
stables, warehouses, and other buildings went up nearby. Around this camp... sprang up a 
cluster of saloons, restaurants, and little photograph galleries." Many of the photographs taken of 
soldiers in uniform before going to the battlefields were made at these photo studios at Benton 
Barracks. An account by F. F. Kiner, of the 14th Iowa Infantry gives the following description: 
"Benton Barracks is situated upon a very flat piece of land, but very suitable for a drill camp, for 
which it was originally intended. The buildings, so far as comfortable quarters for the soldiers 
was taken into consideration, I think were well designed. Good cook houses, with suitable 
furnaces for cooking were conveniently arranged in the rear of the Barracks. --As to water, 
nothing could have been better looked to than the water conveniences; and, no doubt, this was 
one of the reasons for selecting this piece of ground, as being sufficiently low to allow water to be 
carried into camp by the means of pipes leading from a large reservoir situated upon an elevated 
part of the city. This water was, we might say, carried to the door of every cook house, and was 
in every way convenient. The buildings for the Port commander, and for Regimental Head 
Quarters were also convenient and well arranged. The camp was well drained, consequently it 
never remained muddy any length of time after heavy rains and spells of wet weather. Upon the 
whole, I never saw any better in all my travels as a soldier, and doubt much if there is any better 
of a kind in the United States." (Thanks to Steve Kiner, gg grandson of F.F. Kiner for One Years 
Soldiering , published 1863 by F.F. Kiner; Republished by Morgan Avenue Press, Savage, MN) 
As a troop cantonment, new regiments were organized and mustered into service. Numerous 
Union troops were stationed here in white-washed wooden barracks and tents. Troops were 
instructed on march and drill in preparation of deployment to fighting Confederate troops. The 
number of troops stationed at Benton Barracks varied considerably as some troops in transit 
waited only for a short duration before being moved by steamboat to battlefields in the lower 
South. Besides functioning as a campaign "launch pad", the base was also used as an 
encampment for paroled Federal POWs released from the Confederacy. These paroled 
prisoners were released by Confederate authorities on the condition they would "not bear arms 
against Southern forces until the expiration of parole". At least one regiment on parole, the 3rd 
Minnesota Volunteer Infantry, was sent North on Aug 27, 1862 to put down the "Great Sioux 
Uprising". Dyer's Compendium records that the 29th Iowa Volunteer Infantry were stationed at 
Benton Barracks from Dec 19, 1861- Dec 25, 1862 during the time they guarded the post's 
prison. This was probably a prison for the Barrack's Provost police which kept Union soldiers that 
violated regulations or committed common crimes. From Oct. 1862- April 1864, the 10th 
Minnesota Vol. Infantry provided garrison and provost duty. For the final months, Jan-July 1865, 
Co. H 39th Missouri Infantry was assigned garrison and provost duty. Not all the troops at Benton 
Barracks experienced good treatment from the government. Lt. Col. William F. Fox, U.S.V. 
reported that for the 2nd Missouri Colored Infantry, "Over 100 men died at [Benton] Barracks 
before the regiment took the field, the men having been enlisted by the Provost-Marshals 
throughout the State and forwarded to this Post during an inclement season,-- thinly clad, and 
many of them hatless, shoeless, and without food. Many suffered amputation of frozen feet or 
hands, and the diseases engendered by this exposure resulted in a terrible and unprecedented 
mortality." The winter of 1862-1863 was especially tough for all soldiers at the barracks. Besides 
being very cold, a small pox epidemic broke out and many of the sick soldiers were taken to the 
small pox hospital (on an island in the Mississippi River) to die.

After several days of 
exhaustive research and a detailed investigation I now believe I know whom he really is. I believe he 
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is the son of John Alfred & Elizabeth Ann ( HARRIS) Wright. My evidence and conclusions are as 
follows... 

[I] On his marriage record of 1876 he is listed as John H. Wright and he is married by Emma's 
brother James Carter Talbot who happens to be a Justice of the Peace in Crawford County. 

[2] This is followed by the 1 880 census where he is listed at house #65 as John A. Wright age 26 
with wife Emma age 26, daughter Hattie, son Alfred and daughter Albertine. 
[3] In the same census, he is living next door at house #66 to Mary "Polly" ( MITCHELL) Payne, 
mother of George Washington Payne who married John's sister; Sarah Louise ( WRIGHT). 
[4] A few doors down at house #69 is Elizabeth ( MATLOCK) Wright, widow of John's uncle; 
Jackson Wright. [5] And in the other direction at house #62 is John's sister; Clarissa "Clara" E. 
(WRIGHT) Crabtree, widow of Noah Crabtree with her son Henry and her grandmother; Elizabeth 
"Becky" (JARVIS) Wright; widow of John Wright Jr., John's grandparents. 

[6] On the previous page [54a] at house #61 is who I believe are John's father and step mother; John 
Alfred & Virginia Mary (RICHARDS) Wright, John Alfred's second wife. John's mother; Elizabeth 
Ann (HARRIS) Wright died after he was born in 1854 and before his father married Virginia Mary 
(RICHARDS) in 1857. 

[7] On the same page at house #57 is William Benjamin & Martha Elizabeth ( WRIGHT) Talbert; 
John's wife... Emma S. (TALBOT) Wright's nephew, son of her brother James Carter & Sarah 
Elizabeth (HAYS) Talbot. 

[8] Martha Elizabeth (WRIGHT) Talbert, wife of William Benjamin is the daughter of Wesley & 

Martha L. (HARRIS) Wright, John's uncle and aunt. So, Martha is his cousin. 

[9] Living next door to the William Benjamin & Martha Elizabeth ( WRIGHT) Talbert; is widower 

James H. Wright and children. This James H. Wright is the son of Johns' uncle and aunt; Wesley & 

Martha L. (HARRIS) Wright. James married Delila Ann ( WRIGHT), sister to John W.M.H.A. in 

1867. 

[10] Also Martha L. (HARRIS) who married Wesley Wright and Elizabeth Ann ( HARRIS), 
John's mother are sisters and their parents are Thomas & Mary ( MCMUTRAY) Harris. 

If you were able to follow these connections, then bear with me.. .it gets better. Leaving the 1880 
census and going to the 1 870 census we find the only son listed in the age group of John W.M.H.A. 
in all these connections belongs to John Alfred & Elizabeth Ann ( HARRIS) Wright family, still living 
near Cuba Post Office, Liberty Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. Concerning Liberty 
Township... 

[I I] He is listed at house #46 as John M. Wright age 16. The "M" is unmistakable since it is 
remarkably different from the "W" in the Wright family name. 

[12] There are no other Wright families until page 634a, Wesley & Martha L. ( HARRIS) Wright 
family resides at house #90.

I couldn't find them in the 1 900 
census but I found what I think maybe them in the 1910 census of Fulton, Callaway, Missouri, United 
States. Fulton is where one of Missouri State Hospital's were located and maybe one of their 
relatives had to be committed. John is listed as a Junior in this census. Maybe his full name was 
John Alfred Wright Jr. named after his father. This would explain the John A. Wright is some records. 
His birth year in this census is 1851 in Missouri. This is where the similarities stop. In this census he 
states his father was born in Virginia and his mother was born in Kentucky. We know this is false. 
His wife's middle initial is a J. not S. Also, Emma says her father was born in Kentucky which is true 
but her mother was born in Missouri which is false because Laura ( FARRIS) Talbot was born in 
Illinois. They have two new children with them which can not be verified without the 1900 census. 
Checking the Missouri death certificates I could not find John or Emma, however I did find a John 
Henry Talbot in Callaway County died 2 May 1945 with parents named John J. Wright and Emma 
(THOMAS) from Callaway County, Missouri. So these people may not be the John W.M.H.A. & 
Emma S. (TALBOT) Wright family we are looking for. The 1920 census, shows the same Emma 
Wright from Callaway county living with her daughter; Emma and son-n-law as a widow. So, I don't 
think the 1 91 0 & 1 920 census are our people.

Because he is consistently living in or near the John Alfred & Elizabeth Ann ( HARRIS) Wright 
family home from the 1860 to 1880 census indicates a strong connection with their family. John and 
Emma's disappearance after the 1880 census may indicate their death between 1880 and 1900. 
Some researcher has posted a death date of 1922 for Emma S. (TALBOT) Wright but after 
checking the Missouri death records I could not find her death certificate and neither could I find 
John's. ..unless they died out of state. 

Therefore, based on good sound thorough research, I believe John W.M.H.A. Wright was the son of

May 6, 1 847 

Dear Brother and Sister: Your favor came to hand about a week ago and it was received with a 
harty welcome and it gave us great pleasure to hear that you are enjoying good health and we 
hope this may find you still in the enjoyment of that great blessing. We are on a good state 
health and prosperity streches out a feeble hand to lend us aid. Father is greately on the decline 
but he still exercises a little, hope to live a few more years. I wish his hope maynot be in vain. 
Mother is quite broke down but still bears the burden of this world with a hope at last to receive 
her reward and would be happy to see you. Sister Juliet and Gill is in Cincinnati, Ohio and are 
well. They stopped with us two weeks. Sister Eliza and Mr. Shuttz is still residing in Madison, IA 
and doing well. 

Samuel and family are well and doing well. John the last we heard from him was in New 
Orleans, he had returned from the army as for any farther information concerning him I have not 
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yet learnt. I wish him success. Father says the reason that he hath not written is that he to you 
from Shelbyville and that he hath not received a answer, from that time to this and he took it for 
granted that you maybe like the rest was mad because you did not receive a fortune. He says 
he sent as much or more than he could afford on he could receive, and that debts now rest 
upon his shouldres that he incurred in that case in searching for that fortune he had to have the 
beds sold from under us and had to borrow $500. for to cover the debt he had incurred and 
when it found out there was more debts against the estate than the property could be sold for, 
he wish to just state these reasons for fear you may be laboring under a mistake as some of the 
rest was about the estate. You wish to know if I had returned from the army. I returned three 
months ago. I fared very well and if there should be another call be made and I have all ready a 
company under my command. I intend to bun some more powder in the faces of the Mexicans. 
All the family is well and send there love to you. Father and mother says you must write, please 
to write when you can make it convenient. May joy and prosperity atten you. I remain your 
affectionate brother forever.

A Little Something About Your Author 



F loyd Thomas Pratt, f.h.c, m.a.g.i. 



At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
Mr. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy. 

Tom Pratt started his family research career in 
1975 after becoming a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new 
member was to serve in the newly created 
genealogical department or known today as the Family 
History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This 
two-year calling gave Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount 
of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and 
reguired little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he 
made it look easy to others. 

Over the course of several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct 
several family history courses. This experience established a deep profound love for 
family and ancestors. 

It was not uncommon for Mr. Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and 
compiling family histories in addition to his duties, as an entrepreneur in the insurance 
business. 

The first maj or achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family 
back to the early 1800' s. Not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. Pratt 
branched out to research all connected lines and allied families.

If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

1 0. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from 
interested family members. 

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory.
